WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.—The 
“backward states” of the West 
and South among which he named 
the State of Senator Caraway and

Grundy suavely declared that 
whenever a great economic issue. 
Such as the tariff was before the 
Senate, the representatives of the 
“backward states’ ‘ought to take a 
back seat and let the matter’be set- 
tled by the States which had at- 
tained a high degree of develop- 
ment under the beneficent pro- 
tective tariff. 

He considered it highly unfor- 
tunate that the founding fathers of 
the nation had permitted each 
State to have two Senators. He 
didn’t, however, want to criticise 
them too harshly, for he felt that 
they had done the best they could 
in the circumstances. 

Suggests a Way Out. 

He didn’t know just how the 
blunder of the Constitution makers 
could be remedied, unless Senator 
Borah of Idaho, Senator Caraway 
of Arkansas ani the other Senators 
of the “backward” commonwealths 
should be guided by a “sense of 
the proprieties” and let the ‘ariff 
question be settled by the really 
great states, such as Pennsylvania. 

Meantime, because of the “im- 
pertinence” of these 
such is his word in reply 
questionthe great State of Penn- 
sylvania, with its enormous contri- 
bution of taxes as compared with 
the paltry contribution of Idaho.

KENOSHA, Wis., Oct. 29.—Thir- 
teen men went down with the lake 
steamer Wisconsin, 48-year-old 
veteran of the Great Lakes, in a 
storm off Kenosha early today. 

More than 60 were saved, many 
of them maddened and some se- 
riously iil from exposure in the 
wind-whipped sea. The three pas- 
sengers aboard were rescued. 

Capt. Douglas Morrison remained 
aboard his ship to the last and 
went down with many of his ship- 
mates. His body was picked up 
later by Coast Guard crews. 

Chief Engineer Judas Busch- 
mann, Manitowoc, Wis., clung to a 
life raft is the steamer up-ended, 
rolled over and sank. Rescuers 
tried to ‘haul him from the water 
but he fought them off and died. 

For five hours the Coast Guard 
crews from Racine and Kenosha, 
and the crew of the tug Chambers 
Brothers fought 30-foot waves and 
the driving northerly gale to take 
off the passengers an:. crew. 

Took to Lifeboats. 

Unable to take aboard a line 
from the rescuers, most of the 
crew set off in five lifeboats and 
were transferred to the Coast 
Guard ships.

His campaigns against alleged 
‘indecency on the stage date back 
to 1922 when he enggaed in a de- 
bate with William A. Brady, Broad- 
way theatrical producer, on a 
resolution that the modern stage 
was a menace to public morals. He 
opposed the study of Darwinism 
teachings in the public schools and 
denounced Ku Klux Klan doc- 
trines. 

Dr. Straton constantly in 


conflict with various members of 
his congregation at Calvary Baptist 
Church, in New York City. partly 
through his sermons and because 
of his other activities. At one time 
29 members were suspended  be- 
cause of troubles with their pastor. 
He also encountered difficulty with 
the church’s board of trustees 
vuahen he planned a 20-story com- 
bination church and hotel on the 
church § site. He blamed “‘socia!) 
climbers” for most of his <ifficul- 
ties within the church. 

In the tast presidential cam- 
paign, Dr. Straton was a bitter op- 
ponent of Alfred E. Smith, the 
Democratic nominee. He attacked 
the former Governor from the pul- 
pit and campaigned against him tn 
the South. A small part of the 
congregation, opposing his parti- 
cipation in political debates, with- 
drew from the church and formed 
a church of their own in Brooklyn. 

Dr. Straton had been pastor of 
Calvary Church since 1918. He 
was born in Evansville, Ind.. and 
was educated in Mercer University 
and the Southern Baptist Theolog- 
ical Seminary at Louisville, Ky. He 
also studied at the University of 
Chicago and the Boston School of 
Oratory and Expression. He re- 
ceived his doctor of divinity degree 
at Shurtleff College, Alton, Ul., in 
1906.

He added that “Chinese civilians 
were maltreated and many were 
killed by Japanese soldiers during 
the Japanese occupation” after the 
Tsinan incident in 1928. He ac- 
cused the Japanese of having killed 
Marshal Chang Tso-lin, Manchur- 
jan war lord, because “reports ‘by 
technical experts showed it to be 
impossible that any Chinese group 
could h&ve carried out such an un- 
dertaking.” 

A’ statement read on behalf of 
Viscount Shibusawa of Japan de- 
clared that “the controversy. aris- 
ing from American immigration 
legislation in 1924 is not closed.

His Work on G. QO P. Platform. 


: _ Grundy repfied that he had sub- 


mitted a plank to the Pennsylva- 
nia delegation. He read a iong ex- 
tract froin this in order to show 
his attitude toward the tariff. 
Borah heard him impatiently, but 
allowed him to go ahead. The 
plank advocated a general upward 
revision of the c.ariff. It was ap- 
proved, he said, by tne PennsylVa- 
nia delegation and submitted § to 
the platform committee of the con- 
vention. 

Borah pointed out to him .that 
the Republican platform as adopt- 
ed demanded that the American 
farmer be given his home market. 
The witness said in reply to a 
question that he was as much in- 
terested in carrying out that part 
of the platform as uny other. 

*Are you in favor of putting the 
farmer on an economic equality 
with industry?” asked Borah. 
Grundy made several discursive re- 
plies. Borah demanded a “yes” or 
“no” answer. Grundy continued to 
lecture. He wag in favor’of help- 
ing the farmer so far as it could 
be done under our laws, etc. 

Caraway charged him with eva- 
sion. “For the Lord's sake stop 
it,” Caraway exclaimed. 

Grundy said that an effort had 
been made to put on the free list 
whatever the farmer buys. Cara- 
way caught. him up sharply 
“What about clothes?” he asked. 

“What about shears?” asked 
Walsh. 

Grundy was compelled to qualify | 
his answer. He meant, he said, 
that the things used by the farmer 
in his business had generally been 
put on the free list. 

“Are you in favor of the deben- 
ture?” asked Borah. “No, sir; no 
more than you were at Kansas 
City.” said Grundy. 

“How do yo know that?” asked 
Borah angrily. “Il heard you at 
Kansas City.” retorted Grundy 

“You never heard anything of 
the kind.” said Borah, with mount- 
ing anger. “I say here to this audi- 
ence that you never heard any- 
thing of dhe kind. You are stating 
an uncandid fact.” Grundy with- 
drew his remark, saying: he must 
have had in mind what Borah had 
said against the equalization Dill. 

Grundy’s Farm Plan. 

Borah told the witness to inform 
the committee how he could im- 
prove the economic status of the 
farmer. “State it with care,” ad 
monished the Senator, “for I may 
want to use it on the floomwof the 
Senate.” Grundy said he would 
(1) decrease the surplus of farm 
products by reducing production, 
and, (2) increase the duty on in- 
dustrial products, so as to increase 
the buying power of the aoarwnead 
home market. 

The witness did not care to ex- 
press any opinion on Mr. Hoover's 
call for a 4imited rev’sion of the 
tariff. Mr. Hoover was the Presi- 


dent whom he had helped to elect,: 


and he didn’t care to disagree with 
him, 

Borah wanted to know if any 
part of the campaign ‘und» raised 
by Grundy had peen used in aid 
of agriculture “Some of it was 
used for the Repub.ican ticket in 
Idaho the last time you ran for 
the Senate,” said Grundy. 

“It didn’t go into my campaign,” 
said Borah. “Well, you were on 
the ticket. Twenty five thousand 
dollars was sent into Idahws, and on 
a per capita basis that weuld be 
equal to $500,000 in Pennsvivania.” 

Borah remarked that ae knew of 
$2500 that was sent into Idsbo but 
returned. 

“How much was sent iuto Mon- 
tana?” asked Walsh. Grundy re- 
plied that he had brought along 
only the Idaho figures. The com- 
mittee laughed. 

State Lobby Activities. 


Walsh quizzed the witness on 
the makeup off the Pennsylvania 
Manufacturers’ Association, naming 
a larger number of corporations 
which Grundy said were members. 
Among them was the Mellon-con- 
}+trolled Aluminum Corporation of 
America. 

Walsh developed again that 
Grundy was a lobbyist, not only at 
Washington but also at the State 
capital, Harrisburg, where he had 
the aid of a $10,000-a-year assis. 
tant. Also, he said, the associa- 
tion had 10 or a dozen offices over 
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the State, and naturally, he conced- 
ed in reply to questions, the agents 
in charge of these offices were in- 
terested in the election of Congress- 
men in sympathy with the associa- 
tion’s views on legislation. 

Grundy sald it was “tragic” that 
the little states had such great 
power in controlling the economic 
policy of the country. This was 
due, he said, to the “unfortunate 
provision of the Constitution giving 
each state two Senators.” 


Should Talk “Darned Small.” 


He didn’t think these sparsely 
setttied states should be allowed to 
“throw the monkey wrench into 
the machinery.” Tey should talk 
“darned small,” he said, on great 
economic problems. 

Caraway told him -caustically to 
“name the Senators who should be 
allowed to vote on the tariff.”’ 

Grundy said, answering the 
question negatively, that he didn’t 
think the Senators from Arkansas, 
Georgia, Mississippi and the Da- 
kotas, for example, should “be put- 
ting up a war.” 

Caraway told him to put in the 
record “Grundy’ preferred list of 
Senators,” and the witness prom- 
ised to do Bo. 

“How would you silence Senator 
Borah and myself in the Senate?” 
asked Walsh. 

*‘Sense of Proprieties.” 

Grundy said he thought their 
“sense of the proprieties” ought to 
lead them to do the right thing. 

“You think the framers of the 
Constitution made a mistake when 
they gave each State two Sena- 
tors?” he was asked. 

“Well, I think they did the best 
they could under the circum- 
stances,” said Grundy. 

Grundy reiterated that on a 
question like the tariff, the great 
States which had been developed 
under the tariff policy should be 
given a heavier weight of influ- 
ence than the other States. 

“You mean,” said Walsh, “that 
the Senators from Montana;should 
be responsive to sentiment in Penn- 
sylvania rather than to sentiment 
in Montana.” 


Backward Commonwealths, 


Walsh read from Grundy’s pre- 
pared statement to the effect that 
Pennsylvania had been “ham- 
strung” by the backward states, 6 
whose upkeep it had to contribute 
through taxes. 

Grundy said he stood by that 
statement. 

“As a matter of fact,” said 
Walsh, “don’t you drain from us 
$100 for every dollar you have to 
pay us?” 

Grundy would not admit the ac- 
curacy of the conclusion. 

“Tt has been put #9 about that 
way by “Wallace’s Farmer’ in 
lowa,” said Walsh. “They say a 
lot of strange things in Iowa,” re- 
plied Grundy. 

“What do you mean by these 
‘backward’ commonwealths,” de- 
manded Walsh. 

Grundy said he meant the states 
that received more from the Fed- 
eral Treastiry -for good roads, 


public buildings, etc.—than they 
paid in. 
Arkansas and Idaho. 

He named Arkansas as a back- 
ward State and went into an anal- 
ysis of its economic structure. 

“Haif of what you are saying is 
not true,” challenged Caraway. 

Grundy said that Idaho was an- 
other backward State, 

“It hasn't availed itself of the 
opportunities which the Govern- 
ment has. given it under the pro- 
tective tariff,” explained Grundy. 

He said that [daho could have 


developed, for example, the textile 
industry. 
He thought that Oregon was 


getting along pretty well. 

Walsh peppered him with: sav- 
age questiois, but Grundy stuck to 
his guns. 


Asked About Own Benefits. 


Walsh took him down the line of 
the tariff increases in the pending 
act and the witness described them 
all as highly meritorious. 

“What did you get on your par- 
ticular products?” demanded 
Walsh. 

Grundy reptied there was an in- 
crease On yarns ranging up td 15 
per cent. There was an increase 
also on thread or yarn waste, but 
Grundy said this was ‘purely com- 
pensatory” for the duty on wool. 

‘Did you interest yourself in get- 
ting the raise on incandescent 
lamps?’ asked Walsh. 

Grundy said he was interested 
only to the extent of seeing that 
the tndustry got “justice.”

GUILTY OF ARSON, 
GETS THREE YEARS 


Nathan’ Rudman Removed 
His Stock Just Before 
Fire at 4414 Natural 
Bridge, Witness Says. 


Nathan Rudman, shoe dealer, 

was found guilty of arson in the 
second degree today’ by a jury 
which fixed his penalty at the mini- 
mum, three years in the peniten- 
tiary. His attorney said a new 
trial would be sought. 
Rudman, testifying in his own 
defense, denied testimony of State 
witnesses, that he had removed 
stock from his store at 4414 Nat- 
ural Bridge avenue just before a 
$2500 fire there on the night of 
April 25, 1928. ‘ 

The two-story building at that 
address is owned by Mr. and Mrs. 
William F. Gruenkemeier, who sold 
the shoe business to Rudman but 
continued to te upstairs. They 
testified they becaine suspicious on 
hearing Unusual noises in the store 
shortly before the fire. 

Going downstairs, Mrs. Gruenke- 
meier peered through windows and 
observed “a short man with a mus- 
tache’”’ wrapping shoes in bundles, 
she said. Returning upstairs, she 
declared, she listened at one end 
of a speaking tube connected with 
the ségre. She testified she heard 


a man replying to the boy. 
Meanwhile, Gruenkemeier was 
watching from a filling’ station 
across the street. He testified he 
gaw Rudman drive away in an 
automobile filled with packages 
and “the short man with @ mus- 
tache” walk away with a package 


-under his arm.

Above the uproar the chimes of 
the big clock were barely heard 
as they struck 4, the closing hour. 
At that moment Throgmorton 
street, where the curb traders 
meet suddenly became a human 
beehive. Previously it had been a 
quiet thoroughfare with a few silk- 
hatted individuals sauntering along.

FORNMURDER IS BEGUN 


Jury Being Selected at De Soto, 
Mo., in Killing of Pearl 
Potoskey.

HILLSBORO, Mo., Oct. 29.—Se- 
lection of a jury for the trial of 
Sol Hohenthal, retired merchant of 
“eSoto, charged with first-degree 
murder in the shooting of Miss 
Pear] Potoskey, St. Louis beauty 
shdp owner, who was found dead 
in his apartment last Dec, 2, be- 
gan this afternoon after Circuit’ 
Judge Dearing had overruled a de- 
fense motion to dismiss the jury 
panel and summon a new one. 

Sheriff Carl Clark who had been 
accused by the defense of preju- 
dice against Hohenthal, produced a 
panel of 50 men when court con- 
vened, and Howard Sidener, former 
Circuit Attorney of St. Louis and 
chief gefense counsel, submitted 
his motion challenging the method 
of selecting the panel. 

The motion alleged that 31 of 
the men had been selected from 
Rock Township, where former 
Prosecuting Attorney R. E. Klein- 
schmidt, specia] prosecutor, has 
lived for many years, and that 
Plattin, Valley and Joachim town- 
ships were represented by only ohne 
man, although they contained four- 
fifths of Jefferson County’s popu- 
lation. The motion also alleged 
that the jury list was made up by 
Kleinschmidt and Prosecuting At- 
turney Green, and not by the clerk 
of court. 

Judge Dearing, after a recess, 
ordered the trial to proceéd. Klein- 
schmidt asked the first venireman 
if he was a member: of the Ku 
Klux Klan. he reply was, “No, 
but I have gone to some of their 
meetings. 

Only a few spectators were in 
the courtroom, and none of Miss 
Potoskey’s relatives was seen in 
Hillsboro, although they are ex- 
pected to appear for the trial. 

Miss Potoskey was found dead 
with a bullet in her right temple 
after accompanying Hohenthal 
from St. Louis to De Soto.

History of the Devious Quest of ** An Enormous Value | 
Over and Above the Physical Worth’? of the St. Louts 


K. NEWMAN, the New York promoter, who, 

J with a group of St. Louis capitalists, bought the 
® insolvent United Railway Co.’s property and fran- 
chises under the name of the St. Louis Public Serv- 
ice Co., told the Federal Electric Railways Commis- 
sion, sitting at Washington in 1919, how he operated 
as a trader in street railway properties. His testi- 
mony shows clearly that the fullest measure of per- 
|sonal profit depended upon a new long-term fran- 
_chise and explains the persistence with which a new 
franchise has been sought for the Public Service Co. 

Newman, who in a subsequent interview (pub- 
lished in the Post-Dispatch April 1, 1927) described 
himself as a professional reorganizer of sick street 
railways and said that his scheme was to buy old se- 
curities at 50 cents or less on the dollar from holders 
who did not realize that the true value of them 
might be 100 per cent under recent court decisions 
on “valuation,”’ told the Federal Commission that he 
had had experience with nine companies, had to do 
with putting six properties in the hands of receivers. 
and had been intimately connected with the St. Louis 
property. He said he had been in the street railway 
business 24 years and that he had graduated from 
the railroad end to the banking end of the business 
10 years earlier. 

Extracts from his testimony before the Commis- 
‘sion which illuminate his subsequent operations and 
the franchise hunt in St. Louis follow: 

“Now. the one thing that was uppermost in my 
‘mind always was the franchise. I wanted to be 
sure I had a franchise for as long a term as pos- 
sible. This franchise gives an enormous value to 
the property over and above its physical worth. The 
bankers were keen to see that. The bunkers end the 
street railway men work together always. * * *

“When the public is educated to the fact that they 
are paying a fair return on the investment, and not 
a return on watered securities, they are not going to 
object to an increase in fares, no matter what it is, 
even if it shou'd be 10 cents. 


“If you can get a fair public utility bill through the 

State, take the burden off the local administration 
for giving you increased fare, you don't have so much 
| difficulty with the commissions. * * ®*® 


“You will find that the city administrations want to 
‘get out of this problem. They are going to be only 
too happy to leave it to the Public Service Commis- 
sion. 


“What we want is the indeterminate franchise, 
which regulates the rate (fare), se that here are your 
gross receipts and here are your operating erpenses, 
and there are your net earnings in between, and they

Newman several times repeated the statement that 
ali the companies wanted was a fair return on their 
'“investment.” When asked whether he meant a reas- 
‘onable return “upon monies invested,” he replied: 
“I mean upon a fair replacement value of the proper- 
ity, including the cost of the development of that prop- 
erty.” The significance of this differentiation is illus- 
trated by Newman's subsequent operation here. The 
“monies invested” was the $49,100,000 paid for the 
street railway property and the “replacement value” 
|allowed by the State Commission was $63,500,000. 


In conclusion, Newman illustrated his methods of 
reorganization with a hypothetical case of a street 
| railways company capitalized at $10.000,000—$3,000,- 
000 in bonds, $4,000,000 in 6 per cent preferred stock 
‘and $3,000,000 in common stock, all of the common 
'stock being water. A valuation of $6,000,000 was al- 
lowed on the property by the courts. He assumed an 
‘allowed rate of return of 10 per cent on the vajua- 
‘tion, which gave $600,000 a year net to the company 
‘above all operating costs. He allowed the old $3.- 
200,000 of bonds, $2,000,000 of new 6 per cent bonds; 
the $4,000,000 preferred stock got $3,000,000 of new 
7 per cent preferred. The fixed charges on these 
‘two issues were $330,000 a year, and,’ as he said, 
'“We have left $270,000 to pay the $1,000,000 of new 
common stock which I can issue within my cCap- 
'italization, or 27 per cent.”

TARIFF AT ITS WORST. 

In his appeal to keep the tariff up on coal-tar 
chemicals for the benefit of local industry, while 
making the cost of drugs higher to the whole people, 
Senator Hawes of. Missouri defends the tariff at its 


worst. 
So far as we know there is not a man in the Sen-

it for California, and so do even the revered farm 
leaders do it for the grain States. Nevertheless, 
there is a difference in necessity which makes the 
action of a concert like that from the grain states 
preferable to such an instance as this. Senator 
Copeland of New York, who is like all the rést in 
trying to get tariff favors for his State, made the | 
excellent point that ft do what Senator Hawes wants 
to do is to double and treble the cost of many of 
the common drugs used for the control of disease. 
“The question that faces us,” says the New York 
Senator, “is this: are we to think only of what 
might happen to the 2000 men mentioned by Senator 
Hawes as being employed in his State, or are we to 
consider the welfare of 120,000,000 people, every one 
of whom has occasion to purchase pharmaceuticals?” 

We cannot agree with Senator Hawes «that the 
chemical industry in Missouri needs any such an ex- 
tortionate profit as Senator Copeland says it is tak- 
ing. “I invite attention,” says Dr. Copeland, “to 
acetanilid, which was sold at 30 cents a pound and 
is now quoted at 59 to 61 cents. Antipyrin, another] 
familiar coal-tar drug, before the war was $2.70 a 
pound and. is now $4. Aspirin before the war sold 
at 43 cents an ounce and now sells at 70 cents. 
Lithium salicilate, familiar to our rheumatic friends, | 
was selling before the war at 18 cents an ounce and 
now sells at 26 to 28 cents. Sodium benzoate was 40 
cents and is now 73 to 75 cents.” 

The chemical industry in St. Louis is immensely 
profitable. Such concerns as the Mallinckrodt and 
Monsanto chemical companies are among the most 
prosperous in the city. To keep drugs necessary for 
the conquest of disease within reach of the people 
may lower profits, but to say that it would destroy 
the industry. is ridiculous. The question is whether 
any locality has a rfght to impose upon the whole 
country, for the benefit of a very few people, such 
increases as those cited by Dr. Copeland. 

The whole tariff is rotten with this iniquity of 
permitting a small segment of the population to 
profit at the expense of the whole people. .The case 
of the chemical companies in Missouri is no more 
unique than is the course of the Missouri Senator. 
It is an,American custom and one fast falling of it¢ 
own weight.

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CITY AND CITIZEN. 

It is said of Chicago that a powerful factor in her 
success was the civic impetus given her years ago by 
a group of business men who met every day at lunch 
to consider what they could do for Chicago. It was an 
illustrious group, one of whose members was the late 
Marshall Field. : 

There is a great difference between that sort of 
thing and what has recently gone on in St. Louis. St. 
Louis also stands at a turning point in her history. 
She fas outgrown the old systems of transportation. 
She needs modern service properly to relate her out- | 
lying residence section to downtown. Under ordinary 
civic conditions there would be a move among citi- 
zens to bring the community progressively through 
this crisis. That is, the public interest and the ob- 
vious needs of the city would ordinarily be the con- 
cern of its citizens, including the local counterparts 
of the men who considered daily what they could do 
for Chicago. 

But the condition in St. Louis is by no means or- 
dinary. .Some years ago J. K. Newman of New York 
joined with a group of St. Louisans to reorganize | 
the local street railway system. The story of Newman 
and his design upon St. Louis is told in full elsewhere 
in today’s Post-Dispatch. The local street car system 
was then in receivership. What Newman was doing 
with the street railways was being done with all other 
public utilities in the country. The practice was and 
still is to join these properties togetuer under a hold- 
ing company, to pyramid their securities and to sell 
them to the investing public. That is what Newman 
and his associates planned to do here. Newman was 
also reorganizing the Kansas City street railways. It is 
customary in this practice to get a long-term grant 
for the utilities. Men like Newman have learned that 
these grants divest the people of home rule and pitch 
the properties into the realm of high finance. Two 
hundred and fifty-three American cities have 10-cent 
car fares because they have not been thoughtful 
enough to protect themselves against this practice. 
As in St. Louis, the procedure in many of these cities 
has been to let local people in on the deal. When 
local people have a stake in. the manipulation they 
lay aside civic conscience and stand with the ex- 
ploiters. 

This is the situation in St. Louis today. Newman 
has not secured his franchise, but that ts not the fault 
of his local associates. They have been willing to 
barter the streets of the city for their persona! en- 
richment. They have been willing to nullify the city 
charter. They are willing now to exploit the city’s 
need for modern transit, and except for insistent ex- 
posure of their unpatriotic design they would stil! 
control the commission appointed by the Mayor to 
ascertain our transportation needs. The commission 
had scarcely come into existence when it fell under 
the influence of Newman and his associates. Created 
for two years by ordinance, it has wasted 15 months 
of its life trying to get a franchise for Newman 
and his powerful local associates. The people were 
meanwhile asked to believe tales worthy of Dr. Cook. 
The company will need a franchise 12 or 14 years 
from now to allocate its surface lines with a subway 
system that has not even been mentioned by the May- 
or’s commission or its transportation expert. The per-

STIMSON, KELLOGG AND KAROLYI. 
Secretary of State Stimson announces that permis- 
sion to enter the United States has been granted to 
Count and Countess Karolyi. Since 1925, Karolyi, 
Hungarian patriot, has been on the State Department 
blacklist because Secretary Kellogg did not like his 
political opinions’. In that year, he asked for a visa 
so that he might visit his wife who was seriously ill 
in New York. Mr. Kellogg at first declined, then re- 
lented on the promise-that Karolyi would make no 
speeches on public questions. Karolyi kept his word, 
but later went to Canada and publicly denounced the 
Horthy regime in Hungary. That speech made him 
definitely persona non grata at the State Depart- 
ment. 
The incident created a good deal of discussion, 
especially among old-fashioned Americans who re 
called the tumultuous reception given to Kossuth, 


under the impression that one of the glorious tradi- 
tions of this country was its sympathy with op 
pressed peoples and their champions. Certainly Kar- 
olyi is the champion of the Hungarian people. He 
organized .nd was the first President of the short- 
lived Hungarian Republic, and he sacrificed his en- 
tire personal fortune, once valued at $20,000,000, for 
his political ideals. He is the steadfast enemy of the 
Horthy government and is a popular hero among the 
Hungarian masses. Once these would have been con- 
sidered glittering credentials, but Secretary Kellogg 
thought of Karolyi only as an unwelcome “radical.” 

Last September, when Karolyi was en route Mexico 
to Europe, he was permitted to land at New York 
and spend two days in this country without a pass- 
port. But the State Department ban was unrelaxed 
and Karolyi was given to understand he was here 
only on sufferance. 

Secretary Stimson’s action is a blunt reversal of | 
the Kellogg policy. It indicates a wholesome change |

Naturally, in addition to alleging misconduct of | 
the case in both Federal and State courts, the com- | 
panies hold the rate reduction to be confiscatory and 
therefore in violation of the fourteenth amendment to. 
the Constitution. Since it is unlikely that the United | 
States Supreme Court will grant the point of mis-| 
conduct either in the State Supreme Court or in the 
Federal courts of Missouri, this latest decision will 
probably turn upon the constitutional point of con- | 
fiscation. None of the lower courts has agreed | 
with the companies that the 10 per cent reduction | 
ordered by the State in 1922 is confiscatory, and it 
remains to be seen if the United States Supreme 
Court will say so. It is the last resort of the com- 
panies, the slight chance still remaining for them | 
to get out of it. If they lose again. the State will | 
probably have to make the serious decision of com: | 
pelling them to pay or ousting them. | 

Their complaint that they will be driven from the | 
State by such a reduction is not taken very seri- 
ously. Since the controversy began 55 more com- 
panies have come into the State to do fire and storm 
insurance business than were Lere before the order 
was issued. Meanwhile, some of the companies are re 
funding 10 per cent of the premiums collected a year 
ago. These little checks, some of them for less than 
10 cents, have only whetted the appetite of the policy 
holders for refunds from 1922. The attitude of the 
companies has been properly characterized by Gov. 
Caulfield. In refusing to accept a compromise by 
which they would have saved themselves some 
$8,000,000, the Governor pointed out that they have 
had the use of the policy holders’ money ever since 
the controversy began, have paid no interest on it. 
and are trying tq get out of paying even the pringipa). 
In fact, they have defied and are still defying the 
authority of the State. Yet they themselves origi- 
nally suggested State control over a business’ that was 
subject to grave abuses under the privr conditions 

It has not been a pretty chapter, and the policy 
holders may depend upon it that Gov. Caulfield is | 
not going to have the authority of the State flouted | 
in any such manner.

This country has despised leisure, largely due to necessity of everyone's working in 
pioneer days; fortunes now have grown so that many persons are released to dif- 
ferent mode of living; such a class might add to literature and art, and would 
enliven our dull scene; pursuit of arms and of sports likely outlets for this group.

mere idleness, persistently believing that 
the man who withholds his energies from 
the task of making money f@ his wife 
to spend is a futile and probably a vicious 
fellow. He has taken a pride in saying 
how hard he works. Until the other day 
even wealthy men kept up the motions of 
doing so; it was an affectation quite as 
clearly as Disraeli’'s “Sir. a gentleman is 
never busy!”’ 

Now, in itself leisure is simply freedom 
from the necessity of earning a living, to 
which necessity most men have always 
been bound. It is far more than permission 
to loaf. The man of high energy. who is 
precisely the mam most likely to achieve or 
to inherit leisure, soon finds loafing a bore. 
Nothing but his own limitations can then 
keep him from the exciting discovery that, 
in permitting him to work at other than 
@ioney-getting jobs, leisure has put into his 
hands a tool, perhaps even a weapon, of 
great power. It is a tool or weapon that 
we are here concerned with it.

A loca! circumstance came in to reinforce 
the American's contempt for leisure: that 
was the necessity for clearing forest land. 
The intensity of effort required for such 
a task, together with its power of absorb- 
ing the energy and soul of man, have been 
little noted in letters, perhaps because few 
writers of books have ever done such work. 
(‘rom the Atlantic to the prairies the pio- 
neer American had to hack and burn every 
itep of his was. On a front of 1500 miles 
he penetrated to an average depth of nearly 
» thousand—a Gargantuan achievement 
that has deeply marked his descendants. 

Nevertheless, the forces thus making 
against a leisure class have not prevented 
the appearance in America of a large group 
which, whatever it may pretend, really lives 
on inherited money; and from this group 
the beginnings of a leisure class are every- 
where sprouting vigorously. That this is a 
desirable development needs little argu- 
ment; sensible men will agree that our poli- 
tics, arts and letters stand to benefit by 
the mere existence of such a class and 
those who dissent are probably inaccessi- 
bie to reason. A leisure class might do 
something to lessen the duliness of a com- 


mercial society. 
+. * - 


' LONE among the nations known to his- 
spised leisure. 


Above all argument as to the desirability 
of the growing American leisure class is 
the stubborn fact that the very success of 
the business man has destroyed his domi- 
nance. As the success of the medieval! 
landowner in assuring public order de- 


stroyed the necessity for a wealthy class 


concentrated upon fighting. just so the co- 
lossal achievement of the American busi- 
ness man in piling up wealth has de- 
stroyed the necessity for a leadership con- 
eentrated upon making money. Even if we 
grant the truth of the American proverb 
that it takes a smarter man to keep money 
than to make it, it remains true that keep- 
peg unlike making, is seldom a full-time 
ob. ‘ 

How then is the emerging American Iei- 
sure class likely to organize itself? First, 


as to the preliminary point of economic or- 
ganization; second, as to morals and man- 
ners. 

Its economic basis can hardly‘be other 
than the ownership of land. The alterna- 
tives, bonds and mortgages—that is debts, 
or shares in businesses represented by stock 
—are alike disadvantageous. The _ prifci- 
pal of a debt cannot increase of itself; con- 
sequently, loss through the failure of a debt- 
or to pay cdnnot be made good by an in- 
crease in the capital value of other debts 
owned by the creditor. In turn, the owner- 
ship of stocks is unsuited to a leisure class 
in that their values fluctuate more and 
therefore require closer attention than eith- 
er land or debts. 

- . ~ 

Land, on the contrary. would seem almost 
ideally suited to leisured ownership. The 
rapidity with which Americans trade in it 
nevertheless leaves it harder to liquidate 
than bonds or stock and in so far as it is 
non-liquid it gives a man local roots and 
attachments. Land values tend to increase 
as communities grow more prosperous and 
to decline when their general prosperity de- 
clines; the landed man has therefore more 
incentive to true patriotism than any oth- 
er, since his interests coincide so closely 
with those of the commonwealth. ‘ 

At the same time, the economic basis of 
that landed class must apparently differ 
from that of its forerunners in that the in- 
come producing property of the latter was 
chiefly agricultural and other rural land, 
whereas today cify tand is. more profitable 
to hold. Therefore, the landed leisure 
class seems likely to draw its income chief- 
ly in rents on city land. but most of its 
members will probably live in the country. 

= . o 

We may expect our landed class to have 
at least a military tinge. Arms are not 
only useful in themselves, that the rich 
may count individually, for more than their 
mere numbers; they are also morally use- 
ful in their effect upon th» temper of 
those acquainted with them. No class con- 
temptuous or even too neglectful of arms 
can maintain a high temper. Even peace- 
time maneuvers afford some slight degree 
of hardship and even the mere sound of 
a shot reminds us of the supreme masculine 
virtue of courage. As to general esteem, 
few men or women do not love a fighting 
man, and those few are precisely the ones 
most likely to fear him. a 

Next to war comes sport. Even safe 
sports have physical and some mora! ‘val- 
ue, strengthening the wil) through com peti- 
tion and the self-control through the neces- 
sity of fair play even in hot blood. Still 
better in the intervais of wars are those 
sports which also make for courage through 
the need to face danger or hardshipe  In- 
deed many sports subject a man to reat 
hazards, as peace-time manetivers do not 
Of this sort are big game hunting. any 
sport that necessitates riding on horses, 
football, boxing (in which a man at least 
risks painful blows), deep water cruising 
aviation, and so on. 

As to the non-military functions of the 
rich, politics will probably be the chief con- 
cern of the new landed men, and next to 
politics, letters and the arts—the three 
means by which opinion is formed, 
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by George Bernard Shaw.

New Temporary Rates in 
General Reduction, 


‘A record low price of 60 cents 
for cleaning, pressing and deliver- 
ing mens’ suits and overcoats was 
announced today by the Tabler 
Cleaning Co., 2515 North Grand 


boulevard. Previous prices of the 
Tabler company for the same work 
were $1.25 and $1.50. 

Yesterday the Lungstras Co., the 
largest cleaning concern here, an- 
nounced a reduction from $1.50 to 
$1 for cleaning and pressing men’s 
suits and overcoats and plain silk 
and wool dresses. Kobert Lung- 
stras, head of the firm, stated the 
reduction was to meet competition 
from concerns in adjacent towns 
doing a mail order business and 
from chain store cleaning estab- 
lishments. A number of other 
concerns, both union and open 
shop establishments, also an- 
nounced reductions. The Superior 
Cleaning & Dyeing Co., a union 
concern, advertised an  85-cent 
cleaning price for suits and over- 
coats, the management explaining 
that it hoped to make a ‘ profit 
through yolume. 

Harry Tabler, president of the 
Tabler company, said the 60-cent 
price was to be temporary and was 
get to attract customers to the 
newly established “popular prices.” 
Tabler declared he is prepared to 
iaugurate a schedule of gradu- 
ated cleaning prices here, with the 
value of the garment presented for 
cleaning being considered. 

“Under the old order the man 
with the $20 suit paid as much-as 
the fellow with the $100 suit,” 
Tabler said. “Il have never con- 
sidered that fair and will shortly 
be prepared to give the public a 
standard grade of cleaning at $1 
and a higher grade of work for 
more expensive garments at a 
higher price. It is my opinion that 
the woman with the $75 dress 
doesn't want a $1.50 cleaning job.”’ 

Preparatory to placing his plan 
into operation Tabler has started 
the Dollar Cleaning Co., 2800 Olive 
street, where the less costly * cleah- 
ing will be done. The Tabler com- 
pany will conduct the more ex- 
pensive business. Tabler said he 
is not ready to announce the start 
of the new system. The 50-cent 
price he characterized merely as 
a “business getter,’’ established 
temporarily “to wake the folks 
up.” He disclaimed any intention 
of starting a price war.

Apfel is one of the pioneers of 
Hollywood. He came to the West 
Coast in 1913 to join the Jesse L.

Re- 
turning East, he directed for the 
World Film Company at Fort 
Lee, N. J. 

In 1922 he went to Holland and 
made a picture for a Dutch com- 
pany.
